Tks larger number of the vcorni were engaged In euoh actlrltles as providing 
food, 'bedding, and clothing for the soldiery of the patriotic resistance. 

They also carried on nursing activities . 

A considerable number enrolled in the army and bor^ ndUta^ t raining . 
The vcnm'B odrps was directly under the control of the Central 
Cgmu 4.. At one time ihoy numbered 20 percent of the total guerrilla forces, 
end it Is estimated that about 5,000 were killed in the service. They foraed 
a oolam to guard foo*ta, - radio stations, and roar area installations^ .

Ho am 11 crVi.it far the success both of the anti -Japanese resistance 
ami of the present revolutionary movement in Hal -nan must be attributed to 
the activities of the women’s movement. 

A fawns long -tine leader of the women's movement in Hal -nan Is Liu 
Ch'lu-ohu (840, 8187, 9900) who entared the CcMnle* Party in 1927 . In 
the day of the so-called "great resolution" she was an ardent and faithful 
woman's leader. After the failure of that early norement she vent into 
seclusion for a tine. During the Japanese occupation she wee roxj aotire in 
the resistance and twice escaped type laid for her .By this Process ehe 
established a reputation for miraculous power among the simple island roue. 
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Bbe is ve*> popular vith the peasants of the island, being herself of 

peasant origin.
